HOW TO HOLD GOOD TEACHERS 


There was a time in Wilmington, back about 
1930, when it was the proud boast of the School 
Committee that it cost less per year to educate 
a child in this town than in almost any town in 
the Commonweal th. 

Our school committee was economy minded, 
which as an attribute no one will object about, 
but, actually it was penny wise and pound fool- 
ish. 

It had a deliberate policy of getting girls 
who had just graduated from college or normal 
schools, letting them learn how to teach in 
Wilmington, and then letting them go to other 
towns where a better sakary scale was offered. 

In this way Wilmington lost many good tea- 
chers, who, as a matter of fact, learned at the 
expense sometimes of the schod children, and 
at the same time saved a few pennies, 

That day, happily (in an educational sense) 
is over. Our School Committee, as shown by the 
present budget, is conscious of the value of a 
person who has had experience in his profession 
and our pupils will not lose the experience pne 
can get, from professionally trained personnel. 

It would seem that this is not the policy 
in the Town Hall. 

Just what happened when the Board of Health 
requested an arrangement whereby Mr. Thibeau 
could be assured of an increase in pay, is not 
known for a certainty. The Selectmen say they 
have only had a few executive sessions of five 
minutes each, but there was no discussion of 
the problem in public, and we can only conclude 
that there was no discussion at all, although 
this is, of course rather preposterous. 

Mr. Thibeau did not want an immediate in- 
crease in pay, the way we understand it. He 
wanted an assurance that he would be given an 
increase next year, over his present level, 
which is equated with people who are not pos- 
sessors of Master's degrees. 

He merely wanted an assurance. 

Mr Brooks, at the Baldwin Meeting Tuesday 
night, stated that the town's loss is the gain 
of the United States Public Health Service. He 
was right. 

But we are afraid that we will be unable to 
get another Sanitarian, withont going to the 
price that Mr. Thibean was hoping to get in the 
town he has come to know so well, and has serv- 
ed so well.

The way the TM "saved" the industry was to 
take Mr. Thibeau and the engineer to lunch, and 
at that lunch Thibeau agreed to wait a few 
weeks for the plan, because he too hated to see 
the town lose tax dollars. 

In doing this Thibeau made a definite con- 
cession, because all buildings, homes or in- 
dustrial, must have their sewage plans approved 
in Wilmington, before construction can start. 

Mr Thibeau realized he wasn't being exactly 
fair to others who he had made toe the mark, 
but, as we say, he agreed to wait for a few 
weeks, and the TM rushed into print to tell the 
world how he had "saved" the industry. 

Six months later, give or take a few weeks, 
with the building nearing completion, the Board 
of Health had to send a Registered Letter, de- 
manding that the plans be sent in- for approval.

In conversations since re- 
turning he has said that he 
felt New Haven Connecticut 
will receive an award, That 
city, he said, had a large 
scale model, showing the work 
tl had been done in recent 
years, under Urban Renewal and 
under private enterprise, with 
new buildings in white relief, 

The contest, he was surprised 
to learn, was very seriously 
regarded in some of the cities 

It was, for instance, the se- 
cond time that Galveston Te- 
x was in the contest, and 
that city was presenting e- 
xactly the same arguments 
which it presented a year ago. 

Brooks’ presentation came 
last, as the cities were pre- 
sented in alphabetical order, 
and he had to wait out the 
other presentations. 

He was allowed, as were the 
others, 10 minutes, 9 in which 
to speak, and one in which to 
summarize his argument. 

There were questions after 
the presentation from the pa- 
nelists, and one point on 
which he was asked several 
questions was his statement 
that in Wilmington there is a 
seperate committee, not the 
school committee, who build 
the public schools. 

Brooks reported that there 
was a tone of incredulity in 
the questions regarding the 
school building program in 
Wilmington, 

After returning to wilmington 
he released a copy of his 
speech to several newspapers. 

“Exactly eight years ago on 

a bleak, wind-tortured Decem- 
ber day, I became a resident 
of Wilmington, Massachusetts. 


It was not an auspicious intro- 
duction to the community, and 
I mention this because it qual- 
ifies me as an impartial ob- 
server to many of the dra- 
matic changes worked in a 
decade of progress by the citi- 
zens of Wilmington, them- 
selves. 

* I say ‘worked’ because 
these changes did not just 
happen. They were conceived, 
planned and carried to execu- 
tion by the residents of the 
town in a demonstration of 
citizen responsibility and re- 
sourcefulness experienced in 
few communities. 

“The house which has be- 
come my home was construct- 
ed in 1720, ten years before 
the incorporation of the town. 
One of its most charming fea- 
tures was a huge and historic 
elm, planted more than 300 
years ago to mark a grant of 
land from the king of Eng 
land, known as “Land of Nod.” 

“After more than two and 
a quarter centuries, the house 
retains its classic, colonial 
lines, and its rugged stability. 
‘The tree was attacked by rot. 
Its trunk was patched with 
tons of cement. Finally heavy 
steel cables no longer could 
hold its massive boughs to- 
gether. Reluctantly I recently 
had to have it cut down. 

“In a way, the house and 
tree were symbolic of the 
community. The town, like 
the house, yetained in essence 
its rugged colonial character; 
but like the tree, time was 
eating away at it. History, 
which Wilmington had helped 
to create, was passing it by.

In fact, the town was 
living so completely in the 
spirit of the “Land of Nod, 
it was asleep to the fact that 
its wooded lakeside had be- 
come a hideout for known 
criminals, among them a mem- 
ber of the infamous Brinks 
bandits; that it was infested 
dy bootlegging, illegal liquor, 
after-hours joints, and pro- 
fessional gambling. 

“Then in the past decade 
or so, Wilmington, like so 
many other small communi- 
ties was struck by the post 
war flight from the city to 
suburbia. From the late 40s 
into the 1960s, the population 
nearly doubled twice, from 
4645 to Its present 13,000. 

“The community was ill pre- 
pared for its sudden growth. 
The very richness of its in- 
creased numbers was enough 
to bankrupt it. But not for 
long! Thousands of eager new 
home owners became a civic: 
blood transfusion for the old 
residents. Together, old resi- 
dents and new found a new 
and driving stimulation to- 
ward enlightened citizenship. 
What was good enough for 
their ancestors and the cen- 
turies past was no longer suf+ 
ficient for their children and 
the future. 

“Wilmington faced its com- 

munity problems and resorted 
to some drastic surgery, also. 
It got rid of the gamblers, the 
bars, the hideouts. It saw the 
necessity for improved police 
and fire protection, schoo] and 
recreation facilities. 
‘most of all, Wilming- 
ton's citizens recognized the 
need for modern government. 
That's where reform made its 
start. Citizen groups organ- 
ized. They generated a mo- 
mentum which a decade later 
has not yet run down. 

“In 1949 the state legislature 
approved a change in Wilming- 
ton’s charter. The following 
year, at the urging of the 
Baldwin Civic association and 
several other enthusiastic citi- 
zen groups, the voters of Wil- 
mington adopted the town 
manager plan over unrelenting 
opposition. 

“Yet, the citizens retained in 
their hands the final and ulti- 
mate authority for the appro- 
priating and expenditure of all 
funds through the retention of 
the town meeting. Thus, Wil- 
mington emerged with a De- 
cember-May marriage of the 
oldest and newest forms of 
government in the United 
States. It has been a happy 
and productive union. Today 
more citizens than ever partici- 
pate actively in government, 
even though they have turned 
the administration over to 
trained professionals. 

“In addition to its full time 
administrative staff, Wilming- 
ton has approximately 125 em- 
ployees, exclusive of the school 
system. They represent the 
paid clerical and labor force. 

‘But the more important 
task of policy making rests in 
an identical number of unpaid 
volunteer citizens. They make 


| up the various boards and com- 
mittees of the town, such as 
the board of selectmen, school 
committee, finance committee, 
planning board, board of ap. 
peals, board of health, board 
of water commissioners, board 
of public welfare, recreation 
commission, library trustees 
and personne! board. 

“These participating citizens 
act only out of interest for 
the community at large. How 
active they have been, and 
how effective has been their 
action, may be determined 
from thse additional accom. 
plishments in the past decade 
—while maintaining a fairly 
stable tax rate, 

“Since 1953 citizen commit: 
tees have supervised construc: 
tion of three new primary 
schools, an_ intermediate 
school, and two major high 
school additions, in what is a 
10-school, 10-year, $10,000,000 
program. In addition, citizen 
groups are now viewing ad- 
ditional school sites. The 
school authorities do not build 
these schools. The citizen 
volunteers do. When com- 
pleted, the schools are turned 
over to the educators. 

“Since 1952 Wilmington has 
boasted the most impressive 
record of industrial growth 
in Massachusetts. Job oppor- 
tunities increased from 170 to 
over 3000, Industries in- 
creased from six to 20. 
Assessed industrial valuation 
counted from $100,000 to $6,- 


250,000. 
‘In the first five months 


of 1961, the Masachusetts de- 
partment of commerce re- 
ported 10 per cent of total in- 


dustria] building in the com- 
monwealth was within Wil- 
mington. Five new selective 
industries have constructed in 
Wilmington this year, That 
many more have indicated in- 
tent to do so. This did not 
happen by accident, either. 
Some were attracted to Wil- 
mington by residents acting 
on their own initiative. 


“Paving the way for this in- 
dustrial growth was the prep- 
aration, also by citizens, vol- 
unteers, with the aid of con- 
sultants, of exacting zoning 
regulations. Exercised by the 
planning and appeals boards 
and board of health, these reg: 
ulations are the basic factors 
in the development, physically, 
of Wilmington as a balanced 
community in which its people 
may live and work. 

Wilmington recently built a 
model community for its aged 
citizens and has taken an en- 
lightened view towards its 
juveniles and their problems. 
The town is the skating center 
of the east. One of its skating 
club members is the United 
States and North American 
women's speed skating cham- 
Pion. Miss Jean Ashworth is 
now in Europe studying con- 
tinental skating methods in 
Preparation for the 1964 
Olympics, Her fellow citizens 
helped to send her there. The 
young boys and girls of the 
town are so busy emulating 
her, they have little time or 
opportunity for delinquency.

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WILMINGTON’S HEALTH IS FORUM 
SUBJECT AT BALDWIN CLUB 


CONFLICT OF INTEREST 

ALSO DISCUSSED 

The relative position of Wil- 
mington, in Public Health ac- 
tivities, is one of the highest 
in the northeastern part of 
Massachusetts, according to 
Herbert Nickerson, District 
Health Engineer for the State, 
and member of Wilmington's 
Planning Board, 

Nickerson told the Baldwin 
Association that he had delib- 
erately chosen Wilmington as a 
town in which to live, because 
of its excellent Public Health 
record, ‘It was not just be- 
cause of Pat Thibeau, and the 
Board of Health’, he said, 
but because of the other or- 
ganized activities, the +local 
boards, and the civic minded 
people.’ He was very thankful 
for the high standards of the 
town. 


Thibeau 
In one sense,~unintent ional- 
ly, the meeting was an acco- 


lade to Pat Thibeau, Public 
Health Officer of Wilmington, 
now entering the US Public 
Health service, 

The meeting was not so in- 
tended, but the hearty hand- 
clapping at the close of Thi- 
beau’s last phrase, at the end 
of the evening, 
the high regard he had 
his listeners, as a public 
servant, 

Thibeau, in the beginning of 
the evening, described the 
Wilmington to which he came in 
1953, when he was first em- 
ployed by the Board of Health. 
The town had a Public Health 
Nurse, and other part time of- 
ficials in public health, 
(and without disparaging the 
work of these people) Thibeau 
described some of the public 
health problems of 1953, 

The State Department of Com- 
merce listed Wilmington as ha- 
ving 20% of its homes sub- 
standard, Thibeau said, in not 
having such things as toilets 
and washing facilities. Food 
establishments, in a survey he 
made, complied only in about 
25% of the regulations of the 
Public Health Service. There 
was no such thing as examina- 
tions of restaurants and milk, 
and some of the milk he ana- 
lyzed, sold in Wilmington, had 
a very high bacterial count, 
Thibeau found one man milking 
cows, in Wilmington, in 1953, 
who was suffering from TB, the 
milk being sold raw, and lo- 
cally. He found overflowing 
cesspools, wells next to cess- 
pools ‘and things like that’. 
There were no biologicals and 
no public health laboratory, 
there was no ‘follow through’ 
on the state Statutory Obliga- 
tions, a fact that sometimes 
cost the town considerable 
sums, 

The statutory obligations, he 
explained, cost money because 
of help given in such cases as 
the birth of premature babies. 
In a recent case the town 
Saved $1200, when it was shown 
that a premature baby case was 
to be devolved upon another

Ethics 

Questions by Chairman Frank 
McLean and Atty Roland Wood 
to Mr Thibeau touched on the 
‘Conflict of Interest’ ques- 
tion. 

They wanted to know if Thi- 
beau had ever done any work 
for any of the firms coming 
into Wilmington, on which he 
would have to pass later, as a 
Sanitarian. 

Thibeau said he had helped 
design the sewerage systems 
for the new police station and 
for the new highway garage, 
and had offered to do plans 
for the Permanent Building 
Committee. 

Walker explained that, as an 
advisor to the Board of Health 
the Board did not feel it 
ethical that Mr Thibeau should 
also prepare plans on which he 
would advise. 

Thibeau, asked again by Wood, 
said that on one occasion he 
had drawn up plans for a pri- 
vate industry because ‘I felt 
it was for the benefit of the 
town to get industry in town’

Selectman Brooks spoke up to 
say that Pat was asked to draw 
the plan because none had been 
presented, and the Town Mana- 
ger then spoke up to say that 
it was he who asked Thibeau to 
draw the plans, on his own 
time, not town time - ‘and 
that’s what he did.
